MR. LOWE ON THE COLONIES. 



Mr. Lowo lias iiabliabed an essay on 
valuo of tbo foreigu dominions of the 
Crown, for llio puruoao of proving that 
their vftlne is not only iaiuginary but 
nogntivo, Tlie Saliirdai/ i?atit8Ui conclude b 
an urticle in reply as follows: "Ifis triie 
that the connexion with the colonies is 
precarious, like all other arrangements 
• which depend from clay to day on the 
volulitary assent of two independent par- 
ties. Mr. Lowo adopts the conolusivo 
argiiinents which were lately urged by 
Lord Bluchford against all projects fur 
establishing- a ' Federal Legialaniro and 
Go'vernmont. B ia not improbable that, 
as the colonieR increase in wealth and po- 
pulation, thoy may think their claim to 
share in controlling the policy of the 
Empire at the same time indispeusablo 
and impracticable. lu that case it would 
. only remain to part on friendly terms; 
■'•bat in-the meantime it is wholly nu neces- 
sary to disouBS unpalatable poB8ibilitio3 at 
the risk of giving well-founded offence. 
It is not certain that the colonies Will pre- 
fer, within any time which is worth oon- 
Bid'erin"-, nominal indopoudonon to con- 
tinued "i)articii>atiou ill English nation- 
ality. It would 1)0 disagreeable to many 
Canadians and Aii^traliaus to tlunk tliat 
they were foreigners in England. Tlio 
inconvenience of being unwilling allies in 
any war with European countries may 
perhaps become trifling, either through 
the iiifix-quiiucy of war, or poflaibly 
. through homo uriangoment lor nontrality 
whiclTmight bo consistent with the main- 
tenance of colonial unity. Thora was a 
lime when seamen hold tliat with Spam 
there was no peace beyond tho Liue. A 
gongrai)liical limit might also, if it suited 
the convenionco of all parties, be assigned 
the wai-liku opoiati.ms. In tho meantime 
. the colonies, if they contribute neither men 
nor money, supply friendly porta and sta- 
• tions in all parrs of tlie world, and con- 
lititnte wide regions which are at least 
not o.icupied by enemies. India has tho 
additional merit of being secured from 
tUe imposition of differential or. . prohibi- 
tive duties on English trade. 

"It would be unreasonable to deny 
that many of Mr. Lowe's arguments are 
forcible; and perhaps lie may oven bo 
"right in regarding India as a source of 
weaktio-is rather than of strength. _ The 
British Islands,- or even GreatBritain, 
miglit possibly bo more defensible if 
there wi re no demand fi>r troops or ships 
in any other part of tho wurld; but tliore 
■.is little use in proving that an Eiupiie 
vbicb must be maintained is a damaging 
■ posaeBsion. It apjiears from Mr. Mutton's 
Liogiapliic.il notice that the lato Mr. 
Bagohol would havo been glad to recon- 
cile his comitrvmea to the n'.'ceptanco of 
a humble position as a fifth-ra'o European 
Power. Specul itiuijs of this kind are as 
unprofltable us the wish of a man to be- 
comu once more u c hild Every kind of 
j^reatneM^in^^^ bnideus and clraw 

; loom for settlement. It is true, that: the 
United States receive more immiRrants 

from tho United Kingdom than all the 
Coloni' s; bnt the increase of tbo popnla- 
tioii of tho Union .strengthi-ns a foreign 
Power wliii-h has oft'-n been unfriendly, 
while the Colonies are Coiinectod with the 
. Mother Country by tho most intimate 
alliance. The origin of modern colonies 
'is founded on natural obligations: for 
when Eiif^lishmon have stttled in a terri- 
tory- which iiad previonsly no civilized in- 
■ habitants, they prefer an irresistibleelaim 
to the uid of their conntrjmen at liomo. 
Mr. Glatlstone not long t-iaco complained 
of the establishment in the last generation 
. of the colony of New Zealand, an if it bad 
been an obvious rbisfortnne. Few Eng- 
lishmen will agree v-ith Jiim in the opin- 
ion that the ini di-ratL- sacrifices incurred 
by tho Mother Country havo not biou 
adequately reimid by tho growth at the 
antipodes of an English population whii.-h 
is already prosperous anc' civilized. The 
alternatiye would have been the couiinu- 
■ ed ocoupalion of the territory by savage 
tribes, or, more probably, tho sottlemont 
fif foreigners who woulii liavo liisconraKod 
EngiihL commerce. Every country must 
J uii some risks, and perhaps lha stagna- 
tion whicb would be ihe natural conse- 
quence of an over-timid policy is not tho 
least of evils.. Mr. Lowe, refers ; with a 
Certain soreness to tho impatience and 
flisplcnaui e with whicdi the HouHe of Coin- 
nions recoivid his dcclaiatioj that tho 
future loss of India ought to be calmly 
conteiui)lalod. There are some things 
wiiich hcarcely bear discussion, and as- 
suredly no Slate or Empire would ho safo 
if the distnembi TiiKMjt of its ^mtory wero 
regarded as an ojion question. In the 
parlicnlar in.'-tance Mr. Lowe rightly oji- 
jioKed the assnmjiliou of tho Imjiorial 
title in India; but his reason, thouf^h it 
might be present to the minds of many 
members of the House, was unfit to bo 
publicly uttered."
